Per claim 6, Prabhu teaches the mediod of daim 5, wherein said different display areas differ in size (figs. 1-4; col. 2, lines 1-15 and 
lines 43-50; col. 3, lines 1-8 and lines 22-35; col. 4, lines 4-24). 

Per claim 7, Prabhu teaches the method of claim 1, wherein said one or more criteria indudes a plurality of criteria, said one of said 
plurality of predefined browsers corresponds to said criteria, and said step of selecting further comprises die step of selecting a different one 
of said plurality of predefined browsers, said different one of said plurality of predefined browsers corresponding to a subset of said plurality 
of criteria (figs. 1-4; col. 2, lines 1-15 and lines 43-50; col. 3, lines 1-8 and lines 22-35; col. 4, lines 4-24).

Per claim 9, Prabhu teaches the mediod of claim 8, wherein said step of reordering a sequence of property values indudes die 
removal or addition of one or more properties to be displayed in said sdected browser (figs. 1-4; col. 2, lines 1-15 and lines 43-50; col. 3, lines 
1 -8 and lines 22-35; col. 4, lines 4-24). 

Per claim 10, Prabhu teaches a computer-readable medium having stored thereon a data structure comprising: a first template 
defining a first browser view to be used by a file browser when browsing files of a first file type, and a second template defining a second 
browser view to be used by said file browser when browsing files of a second file type (figs.
